The buying power of the Canadian 
farm as a whole will be considerably 
larger this year than for a long time. 
There is, of course, a desperate am- 
ount of catching up to do in essential 
repairs and equipment before the av- 
erage farmer will have any spare 
cash. 

Defence is a Matter of growing tm- 
portance even in Canada. It hardly 
seems possible that Canada is going 
to launch out on a program of arm- 
ament including destroyers and even 
warships. There are conflicting ac- 
counts about our intentions, What 
seems much more likely is that a ra- 
ther ambitious aircraft and training 
scheme of a semi-militaristic nature 
will be started.
